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EIGHTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Management  has  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  the  Governors  the  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1947. 


Patients.  The  number  of  In-Patients  treated  during 

the  year  was  2,621  as  compared  with  2,463 
the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  158.  Out-Patient  attendances 
were  7,101  (1,235  new  and  5,866  old)  as  compared  with  8,599 
(1,540  new  and  7,059  old)  a  decrease  of  1,498. 

There  were  3,001  operations  (including 
dentals)  performed  in  1947,  as  compared  with  3,004  in  1946,  a 
decrease  of  3.  But  for  the  serious  outbreak  of  infantile  paralysis, 
the  admissions,  attendances,  and  operations  at  the  hospital  would 
have  been  a  record.  The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily 
during  the  year  was  64  and  the  average  length  of  stay  of  each 
In-Patient  was  8.9  days  or  excluding  tonsil  cases  13.8  days. 
33  nursing  mothers  were  accommodated  during  the  year. 

The  Report  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff'  shows  the  number  of  patients  who  received  treatment 
in  Special  Departments,  and  on  page  21  is  given  a  record  of  districts 
from  which  the  patients  came.  It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the 
latter  that  1,683  In-Patients  from  198  districts  other  than  Newcastle 
received  treatment,  and  Out-Patient  attendances  from  107  districts 
other  than  Newcastle  numbered  3,816.

Garment  Guild.  ments  of  the  Hospital  are  given  on  pages  12 

to  15  and  show  the  extra  assistance  rendered  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children  by  other  than  purely  hospital  treatment.  This  in  many 
cases  makes  all  the  difference  in  the  results  achieved.  Mrs.  Allan  J. 
Hogg,  whose  services  are  voluntary,  does  a  great  amount  of  unseen 
work  for  which  the  Board  would  like  to  record  its  appreciation.  It  is 
hoped  the  Garment  Guild  will  continue  to  function  for  the  benefit  of 
the  children  after  the  Hospital  has  ceased  to  retain  its  voluntary 
status. 


Finance.  The  Balance  Sheet  and  Income  and  Expendi¬ 

ture  Account  on  pages  24  to  29  summarise 
the  financial  transactions  during  the  year. 

The  total  Ordinary  Income  amounted  to 
£18,200  :  9  :  10  as  compared  with  £13,709  :  14  :  2  the  previous 
year,  an  increase  of  £4,490  :  15  :  8,  mainly  for  services  rendered 
to  Education  Authorities. 

The  total  Ordinary  Expenditure  amounted 
to  £22,981  :  13  :  1  as  compared  with  £17,511  :  1  :  2  the  previous 
year,  an  increase  of  £5,470  :  11  :  11  covering  increases  under 
nearly  every  heading,  but  mainly  on  Salaries  and  Wages.

City  Road  Premises.  An  offer  to  purchase  the  premises  12  to  18 

City  Road,  has  been  made  by  the  Corporation 
of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne.  This  offer  has  been  accepted  subject  to 
confirmation  by  a  Special  Court  of  Goyernors  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 


Planning  Committee.  A  Planning  Committee  was  formed  in  March, 

1947,  consisting  of  represen tatiyes  of  the 
Board  of  Management  and  the  Medical  Board. 

This  Committee  was  constituted  with  a  yiew 
to  producing  to  the  Board  of  Management  plans  and  suggestions 
for  present  and  future  improvements  to  the  Hospital,  based  on 
experience  over  recent  years  and  upon  recommendations  from  the 
Medical  Board.  The  same  Committee  has  in  many  instances  been 
asked  and  empowered  by  the  Board  to  arrange  the  implementation 
of  their  recommendations  after  approval  by  the  Board. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been 
done  and  thirteen  meetings  held.  Many  minor  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  Hospital  arrangements  and  in  the  accommodation 
for  patients,  nurses  and  domestic  staff.  In  addition,  major  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  considered  both  in  staffing,  accommodation  and 
fixtures  and  fittings.  For  instance,  recommendations  have  been 
approved  for  a  new  Ward  Block  to  be  built,  and  efforts  are  now 
being  made  to  obtain  sanction  for  this  work  to  take  place.  An 
improved  Nurses’  Sick  Room  has  been  planned  and  the  plans  have 
been  passed.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  purchase  the  Nurses’  Home 
at  Tankerville  Terrace  and  many  improvements  are  in  hand  there 
to  bring  it  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  General  Nursing 
Council  and  to  make  it  a  thoroughly  comfortable  and  pleasant 
home  for  the  nurses,  combined  with  an  efficient  Preliminary 
Training  Centre. 
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Work  is  now  well  in  hand  with  the  new  Play 
Room  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  completed  before  the  end  of 
the  Spring. 

A  number  of  appointments  have  been  made 
on  the  Staff  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 

This  Committee  continues  to  meet  regularly 
to  ensure  that  the  Hospital  is  kept  up  to  date  with  modern 
requirements  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  patients  and  staff. 

Silver  Paper.  Our  Silver  Paper  Cot  Endowment  Fund  now 

stands  at  £854  :  18  :  4,  only  £145  :  1  :  8 
short  of  the  £1,000  to  endow  the  Cot.  We  shall  endeavour  to  keep 
the  Fund  open  until  our  target  has  been  achieved. 

Christmas.  There  was  again  a  record  response  to 

Matron's  Christmas  Appeal.  This  is  a  Fund 
which  it  is  hoped  will  continue  to  be  supported  even  although  the 
State  takes  over  on  5th  July,  1948,  so  as  to  ensure  the  sick  children 
having  a  happy  Christmas  as  far  as  possible.  Special  Christmas 
fare  was  provided  and  a  conjuror  and  the  Wizard  of  Wog  caused 
much  merriment.  Old  patients  who  were  our  guests  during  the 
festivities  were  loathe  to  leave  us.  Stockings  were  filled  with  all 
that  had  been  asked  for  and  the  children  were  very  happy.  On 
Christmas  morning  the  Hospital  was  honoured  bv  a  visit  from  the 
Lord  Mayor  and  the  Lady  Mayoress  (Alderman  and  Mrs.  T. 
McCutcheon),  the  Sheriff  and  the  Sheriff’s  lady  (Alderman  and  Mrs. 
T.  Tully),  and  the  Deputy  Lord  Mayor  and  the  Deputy  Lady 
Mayoress  (Councillor  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Graham). 

Thanks.  This  will  probably  be  the  last  Annual  Report 

to  be  issued  by  the  Fleming  as  a  Voluntary 
Hospital,  and  the  Board  of  Management  desires  to  express  its 
gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff,  Resident  Medical  Staff,  Matron,  Sisters,  and  Nursing  Staff, 
for  the  care  and  attention  which  they  have  bestowed  on  the  patients 
and  for  their  interest  in  and  support  of  the  hospital.  To  the  House 
Governor,  Almoner,  Speech  Therapists,  Clerical  and  other  staff,  for 
the  efficient  way  in  which  they  have  performed  their  various  duties, 
and  to  Major  Frank  C.  Clayton  (Honorary  Treasurer),  Messrs. 
Gibson,  Pybus  and  Pybus  (Honorary  Solicitors),  and  the  Auditors. 
The  Board  also  desires  to  thank  the  C  haplains  for  attending  to  the 
Spiritual  needs  of  patients,  to  our  subscribers  and  all  other 
supporters  too  numerous  to  mention  individually  who  by  their 
practical  sympathy  and  generous  help  have  made  it  possible  for  the 
Fleming  to  carry  on  its  work  of  alleviating  sickness  and  suffering.

The  Ophthalmic  Department  has  been  re¬ 
opened  and  Mr.  L.  H.  Lake,  M.B.,  B.S.,  D.O.M.S.,  has  been  appointed 
Honorary  Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

We  regret  that  Dr.  Armstrong  Davison  has 
resigned  from  his  position  as  Anaesthetist  to  the  Hospital.  We  have 
now  added  Dr.  Lumley  Murray,  Dr.  Steadman  and  Dr.  Bremner  to 
the  Anaesthetic  Staff,  so  that  with  Dr.  Bell  we  now  have  four 
anaesthetists  available. 
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We  record  with  pleasure  the  creation  of  a 
new  Committee,  the  Planning  Committee,  composed  of  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  the  Medical  Board.  This 
Committee  should  promote  close  co-operation  between  the  two 
Boards. 


Finally  we  gladly  record  our  appreciation 
of  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  by  the  Matron  and  Nursing 
Staff,  the  Resident  Doctors,  the  Lady  Almoner  and  the  Dispensing 
Staff,  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  invaluable  services  we  have 
received  from  the  House  Governor  and  Secretary.

ALMONER’S  REPORT  FOR  1947. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report 
of  the  Almoner’s  department  for  1947.  3,591  cases  have  come 

under  the  notice  of  this  department  during  the  year  and  579 
have  been  helped  or  advised  in  some  way. 


Home  Visiting.  The  visiting  of  the  homes  of  patients  con¬ 

tinues  to  form  one  of  the  main  functions  of 
the  Almoner  and  62  visits  were  paid  during  the  year.  Homes  that 
are  too  distant  for  visiting  and  cases  requiring  supervision  on 
discharge  are  referred  to  the  local  Health  Visitor.  I  should  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  them  for  their  co-operation. 
63  patients  were  referred  to  them. 


Instruments.  50  surgical  instruments  were  supplied. 

Grants  towards  14  of  them  were  received 
from  the  Arnison  Surgical  Aid  Society,  the  School  Medical  Officer, 
Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer  and  the  British  Legion. 


Convalescence.  The  convalescing  of  children  in  this  area 

presents  a  problem.  There  is  a  great  lack 
of  suitable  children's  convalescent  homes.  The  Poor  Children’s 
Holiday  Association  have  been  most  helpful  and  have  taken  five 
of  our  patients  at  the  Edith  Brough  Home  at  Whickham.  Two 
children  were  sent  to  Silloth  Convalescent  Home,  one  to  the  Peile 
Home  at  Shotley  Bridge,  one  to  the  Rose  Joicey  Home  at  Whitburn 
and  one  to  Whitton  Towers.  One  child  was  sent  to  Stannington 
Sanatorium.

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The  audiometer  has  been  of  increasing  use 
in  diagnosing  the  cause  of  certain  speech  defects  and  in  assessing 
the  degree  of  deafness  in  children  with  subnormal  hearing.  87 
children  were  tested  by  the  audiometer  in  this  department  during 
the  year.
